Washington, J an. 13.— Paul Morton, 
secretary of the nav y, and

author of an article on the railway 
rate question which Is published in 
The Outlook. 
He in the outset ex­ 
pressly disclaims writing as a repre­ 
sentativ e of President Roosev elt’s ad­ 
ministration, and says lie speaks mere­ 
ly as one with somewhat extensiv e ex­ 
perience pertinent to an important sub­ 
ject. 


M any K ate* A r e T o o l,o w . 
He says there are as many rates 
that are too low as there are rates 
which a court would decide to be too 
high, and that either 
class of rates 
may lie equally disastrous to communi­ 
ties. 
He expresses the opinion that 
federal superv ision of railroads is 
1 1 0c- 
cessary, but adds that regulation and 
protection should go together. 


Tlire« * T h in g * T liat A r e I m m in e n t. 
He says that one of tin* three thing s 
following is sure to take place in the 
conduct of our railways: 
“ First. Legalization of pools — the 
rest of the railroads 1o make en forci­ 
ble contracts between themselv es as to 
a div ision of earnings, so that they 
can resist the temptations of big ship­ 
pers and be assured a fair share of « the 
business mov ing at stable rates which 
shall apply alike to all patrons. 
“ Second. The further unification of 
ownership, thereby deliv ering in time 
the entire railway ownership of the 
country into the hands of a few indiv id­ 
uals or one syndicate. 
"Third. Gov ernment ownership, the 
worst of the three ‘ev ils.’ if such they 
may be called. 
In the opinion of Mor­ 
ton gov ernment ownership of our rail­ 
roads would be the beginning ot in­ 
dustrial and political chaos.

er fav ors the fust proposition.

tral, the Erie, the Chicago, M ilwaukee 
and St. Paul, the Northern Pacific, the 
Illinois Central and other ran way com­ 
panies. He said that the president, con­ 
gress. the country and the railways 
were entirely ag reed on the proposi­ 
tion that rebates were wrong, and that 
the railways were anxious to co-oper­ 
ate in abolishing tile system; but he 
raid that rebates were already cov ­ 
ered by th** 1 iw. md that it was a 
question by enfoYcement of law, not 
the enacting of now legislation. 
He declared that about ©0 per cent, 
r f all the claim s or questions of v ari­ 
ous kinds which hav e been presented 
to the interstate commerce commission 
from its birth hav e boon adjusted with­ 
out formal hearing and decision 
on 
th*1 part of the commission. 
“ That,” 
he said, “ does not indicate non-co-op­ 
eration 0 1 1 the part of the railroads.” 
Of the remaining id per cent, of the 
work of the commission scarcely 2 
per cent, w as the subject of litig a­ 
tion. 
Spencer said the railroads ae- 
quisced in four-fifths of the decisions 
of the commission. 
“ Out of the forty-three which went 
to litigation,” he continued, “ twenty- 
fiv e related to rates and in tw enty- 
two out of the twonty-tiv c eases the 
decisions of the commission were 
re 
v ersed by the courts, 
fine case only 
w as affirmed by the courts in its en 
tirety. while tw o were partially eon 
firmed and partially rev ersed.” These 
figures cov ered eighteen years, and a 
railroad m ileage of 21G.OOO m iles at the 
p resent time, and 115.000 miles at the 
beginning of the period named. “ Does 
this indicate the necessity for leg isla­ 
tion with respect to rates." queried 
Spencer.

There was only one feature of the 
Quarles-I’ooper bill which lie wished 
to discuss specifically; that w as the 
portiou conferring power 0 1 1 the com­ 
mission to substitute a rate for one 
complained of as unreasonable, after 
due hearing, said rate to remain in ef­ 
fect subject to change only by the 
commission or by the courts on appeal 
by the railways. 
"It is claimed,” he 
continued, “ that this power would be 
n weapon in the hands of the commis 
sion to prev ent rebates. 
But a rate 
fixed by the commission can be rebated 
or ev aded just as easily as any other.” 
The most important claim in l>elialf 
of the proposition Spencer believ ed to 
be that such a power would enable the 
commission to prev ent discrimination 
between localities. 
This question 
of 
adjusting rates between localities be 
said was the most difficult and intri­ 
cate of all. 
And lie added that it 
would be impossible of adjustm ent by 
the interstate commerce commission. 
Taking the commission’s report Spen­ 
cer stated that in the ten years prior 
to 1901 but tbirty-one cases of discrim­ 
ination Iv etwoen localities had come be­ 
fore it. and only one of these bad been 
sustained by the courts. 
Tills, when taken in connection with 
the 200.000 m iles of railroad and the 
forty-fiv e states of the union, indi­ 
cated to his mind that no new author! 
ty need lw* giv en on this problem.

would not be a locality which would 
not immediately » » ring fortli the claim 
that it was discriminated against, in 
order to secure additional adv antages, 
if possible.

“ According to a careful esti­ 
mate completed by tbe government 
engineers in ch arge of th e m atter last 
evening, only $500,000 will be req uired 
to complete

Hennepin canal. 
Th is estim ate was sent to th e proper 
auth orities a t Wash ington and today 
numerous telegrams h ave been sent to 
th e congressmen from th is vicinity in­ 
viting th eir attention to th e docu­ 
ment, and asking for th eir support in 
th e m atter of h aving th e appropria­ 
tion embodied in th e report of th e 
river and h arbors committee. 
“A few day s ago information from 
private sources in Wash ington reach ed 
th is city to th e effect th a t th e appro­ 
priation for th e completion of th e 
Hennepin canal m igh t be om itted 
from th e rivers and h arbors bill to be 
presented to congress nex t week. 
In 
order to present th e m atter fully to 
th e congressmen a careful estim ate of 
th e amount of money needed to com­ 
plete th e work on th e canal and to 
build tbe dam at th is point was made. 
Th is estim ate of $500,000, was for­ 
warded a t once to Wash ington and 
will be in th e h ands of th e congres­ 
sional committee in ch arge of th e 
m atter not later th an Sunday nex t.

In Java, as in mo st really warm co un­ 
tries, it is custo mary to rise early and 
to take a cup o f tea o r co ffee, to gether 
with a biscuit aud so me fruit, imme­ 
diately o n leaving o ne’s bed. 
This is 
fo llo wed by a mo re substantial break­ 
fast. but the first really serio u» meal is 
served at half past 12 o 'clo ck and is 
the equivalent o f the French “dejeuner 
a la fo urchette” o r the Anglo -Indian 
tiffin.

"rystafel”—fro m the principal dish, a

Fro m these dishes 
the guest has to select the materials 
which, to gether with the rice upo n the 
Bo up plate befo re him, are to co nsti­ 
tute his curry.

kno w befo rehand that o ne is no t re­ 
quired to lunch so lely o n curry, but 
that the rice table is succeeded by 
co urses o f o rdinary luncheo n dishes. 
It is a case, therefo re, o f * embarras de 
richesses." 
The seco nd danger is that o f making 
ap o ne’s curry “no t wisely, but to o 
well,” and leaving neither appetite 
no r capacity fo r the beefsteak o r fo r 
any o f the o ther so lid dishes which 
subsequently appear and which under 
these circumstances o nly pro duce a 
feeling o f mingled ho rro r and co nster­ 
natio n. 
It is then that o ne suddenly 
realizes that the rice table is merely a 
so rt o f tremendo us “ho rs d’o euvre.” 
There are two dangers to he avo ided. 
In the first place, it is quite po ssible, 
in spite o f the number o f the dishes 
presented singly, to say no thing o f an 
o ctago nal tray co ntaining 
a separate 
chutney in each o f its nine co mpart­ 
ments, to get no lunch at all, fo r no th­ 
ing is easier than after saying “nein” 
to a successio n o f frivo lo us co mpo unds 
to dismiss the o ne so lid and palatable 
dish.— Pearso n's.
